I do not know whether all Americans have a sincere farth in their religion - for who can search 
the human heart? But I am certain that they hold tt to be indispensable to the maintenance of 
republican institutions. This opinion is not peculiar to a class of citizens or a party, but it 
belongs to the whole nation and to every rank of society. 

In the United States, the sovereign authority is religious...there is no country in the world where 

the Christian religion retains a greater influence over the souls of men than in America, and 

there can be no greater proof of its utility and of fts conformity to human nature than that Hs 

influence is powerfully felt over the most enlightened and free nation of the earth. * 

In the United States, the influence of religion is not confined to the manners, but it extends to 

the intelligence of the people... 

Christianity, therefore, reigns without obstacle, by universal consent... 

I sought for the key to the greatness and genius of America in her harbors...; in her fertile fields 
and boundless forests; in her rich mines and vast world commerce; in her public school system 
and institutions of learning. I sought for it in her democratic Congress and in her matchless 
Constitution. 
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Not unti! I went into the churches of America and heard her pulpits flame with righteousness 
did I understand the secret of her genius and power. 

America is great because America is good, and if America ever ceases to be good, America 
will cease to be great. 

The safeguard of morality is religion, and morality is the best security of law as weli as the 
surest pledge of freedom. 

The Americans combine the notions of Christianity and of liberty so intimately in their minds, 
that it is impossible to make them conceive the one wrthout the other 
Christianity is the companion of liberty in all its conflicts - the cradle of its infancy, and the 
divine source of its claims.

Spanish Fort pastor focuses book on preaching

A recent book on preaching is attracting the interest of laypeopfe and deacons as well as men 
who feel calted to the gospel ministry, according to its author, Alabama-native Franklin L. 
Kirksey, pastor of First Baptist Church, Spanish Fort. 

"Sound Biblical Preaching: Giving the Bible a Voice" was originally envisioned as a guide to 
those feeling a call to ministry, but that ended up being just a starting point, Kirksey said. 

"The ministry is drfficult and many are giving up on it after the first few difficult situations," he 
said. "This book was written to ehcourage the young pastor who is starting out, the older 
pastor who is burning out and everyone in between." 
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In addition, deacons and laypeople who read the book gain an understanding of God's 
demands on their pastors and the need to sit under biblical preaching, Kirksey said. 

The self-published 174-page book is concisely divided into three parts: accepting God's call to 
preach, affirming God's call to preach and apprehending God's call to preach. 

In "Sound Biblical Preaching Kirksey writes about the desire to preach, decision to become a 
preacher and delight of preaching. 

The devotion, dedication and determination of the preacher are covered in the second staae of 
the book. 

In the third, Kirksey moves to the definition and description of biblical preaching and the 
development and delivery of sound biblical sermons. 

"Dr. Kirksey, by his extensive research, has accumulated a great deal of godly wisdom in his 
book ... gleaned from a large number of godly men of considerable experience," wrote Maior 
W. lan Thomas, a ministry leader in England, in the book's preface. 

"The basic premise is that when God calls, you need to answer," Kirksey said. 

"When God has trury caJled, that's what you need to hold onto in tough times," he said. "I have 
illustrations and quotations from great men; (Arkansas) Governor Mike Huckabee says the 
quotations are worth the price of the book." 

Kirksey wrote the book in 2000 and during the following year gathered at least 30 
endorsements fbr it that fiil the first nine pages. 

It was published in 2004 through BookSurge Publishing of North Charleston, S.C. 

The late Stephen Olford, acclaimed preaching instructor from Memphis, Tenn., had this to say 
in the book's foreword: "Dr. Kirksey has surveyed the best evangelical gardens and picked 
some of the best flowers on the subject of preaching. 

"Preaching has ahvays been the minister*s greatest opportunity and responsibility. ... When 
preaching has been dynamic, the church has been strong; where it has been insipid, the 
church has been weak." 

James W. Bryant of Criswell College in Dallas wrote that the strongest portion of the book is its 
third section, and the best material — development and delivery of sound biblical sermons — 
is found in the last two chapters. 

"In this brief but powerful book, Dr. Franklin Kirksey fleshes out what sound biblical preaching 
means for the life of the church today," wrote Timothy George, dean of Beeson Divinity School 
at Samford University. 

The development of a writing ministry emerged gradually in Kirkse/s life and first blossomed 
in 1987 w'rth a pastor's column in a local newspaper. Since then, he has penned fbur gospel 
tracts, numerous items in Pulpit Helps magazine and LrfeWay Christian Resources 
publications, among other thtngs. 
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The first step to beginning a writing ministry is prayer," Kirksey said. "If you sense the Lord's 
leadership to pursue a writing ministry, be willing to start small. The prophet Zechariah warns* 
'Do not despise the day of small beginnings." 

Gather the appropriate tools, he added. These might include a Bible, dictionary and thesaurus, 
as well as books on grammar and word usage. "When God places the desire to write within 
your heart, He wiil work in and through you for His giory," Kirksey said. 

While still promoting "Sound Biblical Preaching," Kirksey already is gathering material for his 
second book, which will be on the topic of revivaJs. It's a book Orford asked him to write he 
said. 

"Why do I write? It's a passion and a burden and expansion of the ministry God has given me," 
Kirksey said. "Every time you see the Lord work, you're filied with wonder and awe."

A spectre is haunting the liberal elites of New York and Washington--the spectre of a young, attractive, 
unapologetic conservatism, rising out of the American countryside, free of the taint (fair or unfair) of the 
Bush adrninistration and the recent Republican Congress, able to invigorate a McCain adrainistration 
and to govern beyond it. 
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That spectre has a name-Sarah Palin, the 44-year-oId govemor of Alaska chosen by John McCain on 
Friday to be his running mate. There she is: a woridng woman who's a proud wife and mother; a 
tradhionalist in important matters who's broken through all kinds of barriers; a reformer who's a 
Republican; a challenger of a corrupt good-old-boy establishment who's a conservative; a successfiil 
woman whose life is unapologetically grounded in reiigious belief; a lady who's a leader. 

So what we will see in the next days and weeks-wnat we have already seen in the hours after her 
nomination— is an effort by all the powers of the old liberalism, both in the Democratic party and the 
mainstream media, to exorcise this spectre. They will ridicule her and patronize her. They will distort 
her words and caricature her biography. They will appeal, sometimes explicitry, to anti-small town and 
anti-religious prejudice. All of this will be in the cause of trying to prevent the American people from 
arriving at their own judgment of Sarah Palin. 

That's why Palin's spectacular performance in her introduction in Dayton was so important. Her remarks 
were cogent and compelling. Her presentation of herself was shrewd and sawy. I heard from many who 
watched Palin— many of them not predisposed to support her~about how moved they were by her 
remarks, her composure, and her story . She will have a chance to shine again Wednesday night at the 
Republican convention. 

But before and after that, she'H be swimming in political waters infested with sharks. Her nickname 
when she was the starting point guard on an Alaska high school championship basketball team was 
"Sarah Barracuda." I suspect she'H take care of herself better than many expect. 

But the McCain campaign can help. The choice of Palin was McCain's own. Many of his staff expected, 
and favored, other more conventional candidates. The campaign may be tempted to overreact when one 
rash sentence or foolish comment by Palin from 1 or 1 5 years ago is dragged up by Democratic 
opposition research and magnified by a credulous and complicit media. 

The McCain campaign will have to keep its cool. It will have to provide facts and context, and to hit 
back where appropriate. But it cannot become obsessed with playing defense. It should allow Palin to 
deal with the charges directly and resist the temptation to try to sliield her from the media. Palin is 
potentially a huge asset to McCain. He took the gamble—wisely, we think--of putting her on the ticket 
McCain's choice of Palin was McCain being McCain. Now his campaign will have to let Palin be Palin. 

There will be rocky moments. But they will fade if the McCain campaign lets Palin's joumey take its 
natural course over the next two months. Millions of Americans— mostly but not only women, mostly 
but not only Republicans and conservatives— seemed to get a sense of energy and enjoyment and pride, 
not just from her nomination, but especially from her smashing opening performance. Palin will be a 
compelling and mold-breaking example for lots of Americans who are told every day that to be even a 
bit conservative or Christian or old-fashioned is bad form. In this respect, Palin can become an 
inspirational figure and powerful symbol. The left senses this, which is why they want to discredit her 
quickly. 

A key moment for Palin will be the vice presidential debate, to be held at Washington University in St 
Louis on October 2. One liberal commentator~a former U.S. ambassador and not normally an 
unabashed vulgarian— licked his chops Friday aftemoon: "To steal an old adage of former Secretary of 
State James Baker Au8201 ?\u8201 ?.\u8201 ?\u8201 ?. putting Sarah Palin into a debate with Joe Biden 
is going to be like throwing Howdy Doody into a knife fight!" 

Oiarming. And if Palin holds her own against Biden, as she is fully capable of doing? McCain will then 
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have succeeded in combining with his own huge advantage in experience andjudgment, a politician of 
great promise in his vice presidential slot who will make Joe Biden Iook like a tiresome relic. McCain's 
willingness to take a chance on Palin could turn what looked, after Obama's impressive speech Thursday 
night in Denver, like a long two months for Republicans and conservatives, into a campaign of 
excitement and~dare we say it?--hope, which will culminate on November 4 in victory.
